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.ABSTRACT 


OF  THE 

JOUENAL  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIEE  ANNUAL  CONFEEENCE. 


DAILY  PROCEEDINGS. 

FIRST  DAY — WEDNESDAY. 

The  New-Hampshire  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  commenced  its  thirty-ninth  session  in  the  Garden-street  Church, 
Lawrence,  Mass.,  on  Wednesday,  April  1,  1868,  Bishop  Baker  presiding. 

Sixty-one  brethren  answered  to  their  names  when  the  roll  was  caUed. 

J.  W.  Guernsey  was  re-elected  Secretary,  and  R.  S.  Stubbs  and  S.  G. 
KeUogg  Assistant  Secretaries. 

The  Committee  on  nomination  of  Conference  Committees  made  their  re- 
port, which  was  adopted ;  and  the  Presiding  Elders  were  re-appointed  to 
nominate  Standing  Coumiittees  for  next  year. 

Several  additional  committees  were  appointed;  and  circidars  from  the 
Church  Extension  Society,  the  Sabbath  School  Union,  and  the  Tract  Society 
were  read  and  referred. 

Dr.  H.  Mattison,  Secretary  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union, 
was  introduced,  and  spoke  briefly  to  the  Conference;  and  the  Conference 
appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  him  on  his  mission.  This  committee 
consists  of  Elisha  Adams,  L.  D.  Barrows,  and  H.  L.  Kelsey. 

A  circular  from  the  Minnesota  Annual  Conference  with  respect  to  the 
Book  Concern  was  read ;  and,  on  motion  of  Rev.  L.  D.  Barrows,  it  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  8th  question  of  the  Minutes  was  taken  up,  and  twenty-four  members 
were  returned  superannuated.  • 

Took  up  the  7th  question ;  and  Revs.  R.  M.  Manly,  D.  W.  Barber,  and  J. 
Adams  were  returned  supernumerary,  without  appointment.  W.  Hewes  was 
made  effective. 

Elisha  Adams  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  write  to  each  of  the  members 
of  this  Conference  who  are  superannuated,  and  who  live  without  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference,  informing  them  of  their  relation  to  the  Conference,  and 
that  they  are  requested  to  inform  the  Conference,  at  its  next  session,  of  their 
standing  and  condition  in  the  church  where  they  reside,  as  the  "  Discipline  " 
directs. 

B.  W.  Chase,  J.  M.  Bean,  T.  L.  Flood,  W.  C.  Applebee,  G.  W.  Norris,  and 
J.  H.  HiUman  were  elected  Jto  Elders'  orders. 
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Proceeded  to  take  up  the  4tli,  5th,  and  7th  questions  of  the  Minutes. 
Adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

In  the  afternoon  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  interest  of  the  Church 
Extension  and  Freedmen's  Aid  Societies  ;  O.  H.  Jasper  presided.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Brothers  Kellogg  and  Jasper. 

In  the  evening  Brother  Stubbs  preached  the  annual  Conference  sermon, 
which  was  an  able  and  convincing  Refutation  of  the  Materialistic  Infidelity  of 
the  Age. 

SECOND  DAY — THURSDAY. 

Conference  met  at  half-past  eight  o'clock.  The  opening  services  were  con- 
ducted by  Brother  Silas  Quimby.  The  Conference  listened  with  interest  to 
remarks  by  Rev.  Dr.  Mattison,  explaining  the  object  and  claims  of  the  Ameri- 
can and  Foreign  Christian  Union,  of  which  organization  he  is  one  of  the  Sec- 
retaries. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kynett,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Extension  Society,  then  ad- 
dressed the  Conference,  presenting  the  claims  of  that  cause.  At  the  close 
a  collection  was  taken,  amounting  to  $67. 

Adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

In  the  afternoon  an  interesting  public  meeting  was  held  in  behalf  of  the 
cause  of  Education.  Professors  Harrington  and  Lummis  made  able  addresses. 

In  the  evening  Brother  Jasper  preached  the  annual  Missionary  sermon. 
It  was  a  suggestive  and  instructive  discourse,  and  was  received  with  entire 
satisfaction. 

THIRD  DAY — FRIDAY. 

Conference  met  at  nine  o'clock,  a.m.  Religious  services  conducted  by  J.  F . 
Adams. 

Took  up  the  11th  question  of  the  Minutes. 

Brother  Pike  gave  an  interesting  and  encouraging  account  of  his  (Dover) 
district;  and  the  characters  of  the  effective  Elders  were  passed-  William 
Wilmott  was  reported  withdrawn  from  our  church.  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  of  the 
Book  Concern  was  . introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference  in  regard  to  our 
publishing  interests. 

Bishop  Ames  was  introduced,  and  by  request  of  Bishop  Baker  took  the 
chair. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Twombly,  Secretary  of  the  New-England  Education  Society, 
was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference  on  that  subject. 
Resumed  the  11th  question. 

Dr.  Barrows  gave  a  good  account  of  his  (Concord)  district,  and  the  char- 
acters of  the  effective  Elders  were  passed. 

Brother  Clark  gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  (Claremont)  district,  and 
the  characters  of  the  effective  Elders  were  passed. 

N.  J.  Squires  was  made  supernumerary.  D.  C.  Knowles  was  elected  to 
Elders'  orders.  R.  Tilton  was  continued  in  a  supernumerary  relation.  C. 
Holman  was  granted  a  supernumerary  relation.  G.  F.  Wells  was  granted  a 
supernumerary  relation  without  appointment.  G.  W.  T.  Rogers  was  con- 
tinued in  a  superannuated  relation. 
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Several  visiting  clergymen  were  introduced  to  the  Conference. 
Rev.  ^ir.  Willy,  Agent  of  the  New-Hampshire  Bible  Society,  addressed 
the  Conference  in  regard  to  the  Bible  work  within  our  bounds. 
Adjourned  to  meet  at  three  o'clock,  p.m. 

FRIDAY  —  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Conference  met  at  three,  p.m.,  to  hold  memorial  services  in  memory  of 
the  late  Rev.  William  D.  Cass,  Rev.  E.  Smith  presiding. 

The  service  was  introduced  with  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing,  and 
prayer.  A  suitable  memoir  of  Brother  Cass  was  read  by  Brother  Leavitt, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Memoirs,  which,  after  appropriate  remarks 
by  Revs.  S.  Norris,  J.  Currier,  S.  Kelley,  J.  F.  Adams,  and  Ex-Governor 
Berry,  was  adopted  unanimously  by  a  rising  vote,  and  ordered  to  be  published 
in  the  Minutes. 

Adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

A  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon  in  the  interest  of  the  cause  of 
Temperance,  D.  C.  Babcock  presiding.  Impressive  addresses  were  delivered 
by  Brothers  N.  M.  Bailey  and  D.  C.  Babc6ck. 

At  the  same  hour  a  large  congregation  at  the  Haverhill-street  Church  lis- 
tened to  the  relation  of  experience  and  call  to  the  ministry  by  the  candidates 
for  full  connection. 

In  the  evening  Philip  Phillips  gave  one  of  his  characteristic  concerts  to  a 
crowded  and  delighted  audience  in  Garden-street  Church. 

FOURTH  DAY  —  SATURDAY. 

Conference  met  at  half-past  eight,  a.m..  Bishop  Ames  in  the  chair. 
Religious  services  conducted  by  Father  Wilber. 
Several  clergymen  from  abroad  were  introduced. 

Bishop  Ames,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Baker,  addressed  the  candidates 
for  full  admission  to  the  Conference  in  a  very  earnest  and  instructive  manner. 

WilUam  H.  Stuart,  Hugh  Montgomery,  and  Samuel  J.  Robinson  were 
then  admitted  to  full  membership.  .  Thomas  Clutterbuck  was  discontinued. 
Charles  E.  HaU  was  continued  on  trial  a  third  year  at  his  own  request. 

Took  up  the  5th  question  of  the  Minutes.  W.  H.  H.  Pillsbury,  A.  W. 
Brown,  W.  H.  II.  WilUams,  F.  P.  Hamblet,  and  C.  S.  Nutter  were  elected  to 
local  Deacons'  orders.  George  P.  Wilson  and  J.  F.  Fogg  were  elected  to 
local  Elders'  orders. 

Charles  Young  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Lay  Delegation. 
The  repcHt  represented  the  views  of  a  majority  of  the  committee  as  adverse 
to  the  measure. 

O.  H.  Jasper  presented  a  minority  report,  in  favor  of  lay  representation. 
A  discussion  arose  on  a  motion  to  substitute  the  minority  for  the  majority 
report.  E.  Adams  and  J.  Pike  spoke  in  favor  ;  Young,  Barrows,  Stubbs,  and 
Folsom  in  opposition.  Our  venerable  father,  Rev.  B.  R.  Hoyt,  presented 
some  sound  suggestions,  which  were  well  received  by  all  parties. 

Both  reports  were  referred  to  a  new  committee. 

Proceeded  to  elect  four  delegates  to  the  General  Conference.    Lorenzo  D. 
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Barrows,  James  Pike,  George  W.  H.  Clark,  and  Orlando  H.  Jasper  were 
elected. 

Joseph  W.  Guernsey  and  Robert  S.  Stubbs  were  chosen  reserves. 
Conference  adjourned. 

In  the  afternoon  Rev.  J.  H.  Vincent,  Agent  of  the  Sunday-School  Union, 
addressed  a  large  congregation  of  children  and  their  friends  at  the  City  Hall. 

In  the  evening  the  Anniversary  of  the  Conference  Sunday-School  Union 
^was  held  at  the  City  Hall ;  N.  Culver  presided.  Rev.  J.  H.  Vincent  addressed 
the  friends  and  patrons  of  Sunday  schools  in  his  own  instructive  and  inimit- 
able manner. 

FIFTH  DAY — SUNDAY. 

The  usual  Conference  love-feast  was  held  on  Sunday  morning,  at  eight 
o'clock,  in  the  Garden-street  Church ;  Brother  Dunning  presided.  It  was  a 
good  and  profitable  meeting. 

Bishop  Baker's  health  does  not  aUow  him  to  preach  at  all ;  and,  unfortu- 
nately, Bishop  Ames  was  afflicted  with  severe  hoarseness,  and  could  not  serve 
us  in  the  pulpit,  much  to  the  regret  of  all. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Humphriss,  now  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference,  preached  an 
eloquent  sermon  in  the  Garden-street  Church  in  the  morning ;  after  which 
Bishop  Baker  ordained  W.  H.  H.  WiUiams,  C.  S.  Nutter,  A.  W.  Brown, 
W.  H.  H.  PiUsbury,  and  F.  P.  Hamblet  as  local  Deacons. 

In  the  afternoon  an  excellent  sermon  was  preached  in  the  Haverhill-street 
Church  by  Rev.  George  Bowler,  after  which  Bishop  Ames  ordained  B.  W. 
Chase,  T.  L.  Flood,  W.  C.  Applebee,  G.  W.  Norris,  J.  H.  Hilhnan,  D.  C. 
Knowles,  G.  W.  Carr,  George  P.  Wilson,  and  J.  F.  Fogg  as  Elders,  —  the 
two  last  named  being  local. 

In  the  evening  the  Anniversary  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Society  was 
held  in  the  City  Hall ;  J.  Thurston  presided.  Eflfective  addresses  were  made 
by  Brothers  E.  Adams  and  L.  D.  Barrows. 

SIXTH  DAY  —  MONDAY. 

Conference  met  at  half-past  eight  o'clock,  Bishop  Baker  in  the  chair. 
Religious  services  by  Brother  E.  Smith. 

E.  Adams,  J.  Pike,  and  J.  Thurston  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  audit 
and  settle  all  accounts  of  our  Centenary  funds. 

The  Stewards  presented  their  final  report,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  Brother  E.  Scott,  presented  his 
report;  adopted. 

Brother  Stubbs  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Boun- 
daries, protesting  against  any  change  in  our  south-eastern  boundary  line ; 
which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Trustees  was  instructed  to  pay  over  annu- 
ally to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Boston  Theological  Seminary  the  income  of  the 
funds  held  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  M.  G.  B.  Institute. 

Several  visiting  clergymen  were  introduced. 

Brother  E.  Scott  presented  the  new  report  on  Lay  Delegation ;  which  was 
adopted  without  discussion.

A  large  number  of  reports  and  resolutions  were  presented,  and  passed. 
Adjourned  to  meet  at  three,  p.m.

Conference  met  at  three,  p.m.    Religious  services  hy  Brother  J.  Currier. 
Took  up  the  1st  question.  ^ 
The  following  were  admitted  on  trial :  —

Tte  Presiding  Elders  were  made  a  committee  to  secure  a  place  far  tJbie  next 
session  of  the  Conference. 

Bishop  Baker  certified  that  George  C.  Noyes,  who  had  been  elected  to 
Deacons'  orders,  but  who  could  not  be  present  on  Sabbath,  had  since  been 
ordained  by  him.  Also  that  George  Beebe,  whose  ordination  as  an  Elder 
by  another  Christian  Church,  from  which  he  comes  to  us,  had  been  acknowl- 
edged by  the  Conference,  on  condition  of  his  taking  upon  himself  our  ordina- 
tion vows,  had  so  taken  them  before  him. 

The  remaining  reports  and  resolutions  were  offered  and  adopted  ;  the  usual 
votes  of  thanks  passed ;  Brother  Samuel  Norris  offered  prayer ;  a  word  of 
encouragement  from  our  beloved  Bishop  Baker  ;  the  appointments  were  read ; 
the  benediction  pronounced ;  and  the  Conference  adjourned  at  five,  p.m.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

It  is  conceded  by  the'  Christian  world,  that  educational  interests  must  be 
carefully  fostered  by  the  Church  of  Christ.  It  therefore  becomes  us  always 
to  understand  our  present  status,  and  to  inquire  what  is  our  duty. 

THE  NEW-HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE  SEMINARY 

and  Female  College  has  been  referred  to  a  Special  Committee. 
m 

THE  NEW-ENGLAND  EDUCATION  SOCIETY 

demands  and  deserves  our  support,  and  will  while  God  calls  the  poor  of  this 
world  to  preach  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.  This  Society  asked  our 
Conference  last  year  for  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  to  aid  it  in  its  opera- 
tions. Our  receipts  for  this  purpose  amount  to  less  than. three  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars,  a  respectable  advance  on  last  year ;  but  the  whole  amount 
asked  was  no  more  than  our  just  proportion  of  what  was  required  to  meet 
the  pressing  applications  to  the  Sociefy.  We  regret  that  more  tlian  forty  of 
our  pastors  failed  to  take  this  collection.  Can  it  be  possible  that  we  intend 
to  disregard  the  necessities  of  those  who  are  to  be  our  co-laborers  and  succes- 
sors in  the  work  of  the  .Christian  ministry  ? 

We  would  adopt  the  language  of  the  last  report  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers :  — 

"  To  carry  on  its  work  properly,  the  Society  must  be  furnished  with  a 
greatly  increased  supply  of  funds.  As  a  matter  of  justice,  every  young  man 
studying  for  the  ministry,  unless  possessed  of  a  liberal  competency,  should 
receive  help.  He  is  laboring  for  the  Church,  and  '  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire.'  Provisions  should  be  made  in  such  abundance,  and  on  such  terms,  that 
young  men  may  ask  for  help  without  feeling  that  they  do  violence  to  their 
self-respect,  or  are  acting  the  part  of  mendicants.  They  should  have  aid 
upon  the  honorable  condition  of  rendering  in  return  ministerial  labor.  Tiie 
Church  must  perform  her  part  as  an  act  of  justice,  a  religious  duty,  and  not  as 
a  charity."  If  our  people  were  only  informed  of  the  necessities  and  the  priva- 
tions of  many  of  our  young  men,  we  have  the  fullest  confidence  that  all  that 
is  needed  would  be  freely  contributed. 

OUR  WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY, 

in  its  educational  facilities,  endowment,  and  prospects,  occupies  a  better  posi- 
tion than  ever  before.  We  cannot  hesitate  to  express  the  fullest  confidence 
in  the  management  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  in  the  ability  and  fidelity  of 
the  instructors.  During  the  present  year  its  property  has  been  augmented 
by  the  erection  of  Rich  Hall,  the  gift  of  additional  land,  a  superior  telescope, 
tlie  Shurtleir  cabinet,  and  some  increase  of  endowment.  The  observatory 
tower  is  already  in  process  of  erection,  and  the  memorial  chapel  is  to  be  im- 
mediately commenced.    One  great  need  of  our  university  at  the  present  time 
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is  larger  funds  for  the  endowment  of  additional  professorships,  and  for  the 
erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  the  scientific  department.  A  still  greater 
need,  however,  is  a  thorough  convit-tion  in  the  ministry  and  membership  of 
its  patronizing  Conferences,  that  it  is  their  college,  and  should  be  their  only 
college  in  the  East,  and  that  there  should  be  a  united  elFort  to  give  it  such 
moral  and  pecuniary  support  as  will  make  it  second  to  no  college  in  the  land. 

BOSTON  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

"We  feel  the  loss  of  our  cherished  Biblical  Institute,  but  are  assured  that 
our  loss  is  its  great  gain.  The  Boston  Theological  Seminary  is  doing  an  im- 
portant work  successfully.  In  its  present  condition  and  location,  it  is  more  • 
than  ever  a  grand  auxiliary  to  the  church  in  her  labors  of  evangelization.  In 
some  of  its  facilities,  it  is  already  surpassed  by  none  in  our  country.  To  give 
it  the  position  it  should  occupy  as  the  Methodist  Theological  Seminary  of 
New  England,  it  needs  a  large  increase  of  funds  and  of  appliances  for  its 
work.  For  details  of  its  condition  and  wants,  we  would  refer  especially  to 
the  Annual  Report :  we  hope  this  Report  will  be  generally  circulated  and 
carefully  studied.  Much  was  done  in  its  behalf  during  the  Centenary  year, 
but  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  Until  the  professorships  shall  be  fully 
endowed,  and  suitable  buildings  erected,  its  income  will  quite  insufficient 
to  meet  its  annual  expenses.  Your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  to 
the  Conference  the  propriety  of  considering  the  expediency  of  ordering  an 
annual  collection  in  behalf  of  the  institution. 

The  position  in  which  this  seminary  shall  be  placed  by  the  patronizing 
Conferences  will  be  of  vital  importance,  as  the  educator  of  our  ministry,  the 
exponent  of  our  theology,  and  the  index  of  our  liberality. 

We  should  use  our  utmost  endeavor  to  bring  its  advantages  within  the 
reach  of  every  one  of  our  ministerial  students.  It  is  a  suicidal  policy,  it  is  a 
grievous  wrong  to  the  Church  and  to  the  future  minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
to  utter  any  discouragement  or  to  offer  any  obstruction  to  his  completing  a 
thorough  course  of  preparatory  training. 

We  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  corporate  name,  "  The  Boston 
Theological  Seminary."  In  speaking  of  the  institution,  in  reporting 
collections,  in  correspondence,  and  particularly  in  donations  and  bequests, 
care  should  be  exercised  to  employ  the  legal  title. 

This  whole  subject  of  general  and  ministerial  education  demands  the  care- 
ful and  prayerful  attention  of  each  one  of  us.  Do  we  all  conform  to  the 
disciplinary  requisition  to  preach  annually  upon  the  subject  V 

We  should  repeatedly  seek  to  impress  upon  our  people  the  needs  of  our 
institutions,  and  urge  that  they  remember  them  in  the  disposition  of  their 
property.  Not  merely  should  the  wealthy  bestow  of  their  abundance,  but  to 
whom  little  is  given,  of  them  a  little  is  required. 

We  must  in  no  case  fail  to  present  tl\e  claims  of  the  New-England  Educa- 
tion Society. 

Can  we  not  also  do  more  in  directing  the  young  people  within  the  limits  of 
our  Conference,  who  are  seeking  an  education,  to  our  own  schools?  Self- 
interest  demands  we  should  educate  our  own  children  ;  for  past  experiences 
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show  us  that  if  we  suffer  them  to  attend  the  schools  and  collesres  of  other 
denominations  we  shall  probably  lose  them  from  our  communion. 

NEW-HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE  SEMINARY  AND  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 

The  Committee  on  the  New-Hampshire  Conference  Seminary  and  Female 
College  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  the  institution  in  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  three  hundred 
and  forty-one  students  in  attendance  ;  and  the  prospect  for  the  year  to  come 
in  this  particular  is  very  encouraging.  While,  however,  this  is  true,  there 
is  a  great  lack  of  interest  among  our  preachers  in  behalf  of  the  school,  on 
•  their  charges.    This  is  to  be  deplored ;  since  the  institution  is  dependent  to  a 

great  extent  upon  our  patronage  as  a  Conference,  and  our  personal  effort  as 
preachers,  to  advertise  and  represent  it  as  it  is,  —  an  attractive  and  good 
school. 

'  As  preachers,  we  are  constantly  coming  in  contact  with  families  in  which 
there  are  young  people  who  ought  to  be  in  our  own  school  to  secure  their 
literary  training ;  and  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  pastors,  in  this  direction, 
would  fill  the  school,  and  swell  the  interest  in  education. 

There  are  some  noble  examples  of  faithfulness  among  our  preachers  in  this 
particular,  but  it  is  earnestly  desired  that  there  may  be  many  more.  As  min- 
isters, we  have  given  of  our  means  to  place  the  school  in  its  present  enviable 
position ;  and  we  should  regard  ourselves  as  being  under  constant  obligations 
to  do  aU  we  can  to  make  our  means,  with  all  that  others  have  so  liberally 
given,  effective  in  doing  its  part  in  the  training,  discipline,  and  education  of 
our  young  people. 

The  Biblical  Institute  has  been  removed  to  Boston,  and  this  seminary  is 
the  only  institution  of  learning  under  the  control  of  the  Conference. 

Our  supply  of  ministers  from  the  Biblical  Institute  has  been  virtually  cut 
off.  We  must  turn  our  attention  to  our  own  Conference  territory,  and  this, 
our  own  school,  to  find  the  future  ministers  of  the  New-Hampshire  Conference. 
Our  pulpits  must  be  used,  and  our  prayers  ascend  to  God,  that  our  young  men 
in  the  Church  may  come  at  the  call  of  the  Spirit  and  Church  to  the  work  of 
preaching  the  gospel,  and  that  they  may  begin  early  to  prepare  in  this  our 
own  school. 

To-day  there  are  some  twelve  young  men  in  our  seminary  preparing  for 
the  ministry ;  but,  as  we  look  at  the  future  wants  of  our  Conference,  this  is 
not  an  adequate  supply.  We  must  then  feel  all  the  force  of  this  want  to  re- 
lieve it ;  and  we  must  relieve  it,  or  the  cause  of  Christ  must  suffer  among  us 
for  want  of  laborers. 

The  boarding-houses  have  been  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
teachers,  and  great  care  has  been  taken  to  preserve  good  order. 

The  discipline  has  been  of  a  healthy  and  firm  character,  and  the  Faculty 
have  been  faithful  in  attending  to  all  the  wants  of  the  school ;  and  the  fi-uits 
of  their  labors  can  be  seen  in  the  good  scholarship  and  morals  of  their  pupils. 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  every  member  of 
the  same  is  under  obligations  to  put  forth  renewed  efforts  for  the  sending 
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of  as  many  young  men  and  women  to  our  seminary  as  can  be  found  to  go 
from  our  respective  charges. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  appreciate  the  self-denying  labors  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  institution,  who,  refusing  fields  of  greater  pecuniary  inducement  else- 
where, choose  to  give  their  toils  in  this  sphere  of  usefulness. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  tender  our  thanks  as  a  Conference  to  Dr.  William 
Prescott  for  his  valuable  contributions  of  various  kinds  of  wood  and  minerals 
to  the  cabinet  the  present  year. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  referring  to  a  faithful  and  tried  friend 
of  the  seminar^-^,  who  is  no  more  among  us,  but  who  has  been  called  during 
the  last  year  to  his  home  on  high.  We  mean  Brother  William  D.  Cass.  He 
had  been  a  friend  of  the  seminary  from  its  beginning,  and  was  earnest  in  his 
endeavors  to  place  it  above  want  and  to  secure  to  it  prosperity.  He  had 
been  its  agent,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  treasurer  of  its  board  of 
trustees.  But  he  is  gone.  Let  us  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  raise  up 
others  to  bear  the  burdens  from  which  he  has  been  relieved ;  and  may  we 
all  emulate  his  example  of  devotion  to  our  Conference  seminary  1

To  the  above  statistical  report  we  submit  the  following  resolutions :  — 

Resolved,  1 .  That  as  the  Sunday  school  is  morally  one  of  the  principal 
hopes  of  the  Church,  the  nation,  and  the  world,  we  will  not  neglect  the  work 
of  appropriate  instruction  connected  therewith. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  will  especially  instruct  the  children  and  youth  in  the 
Catechism  of  our  Church,  endeavor  to  create  in  their  heartsi^the  missionary 
spirit,  and  impress  upon  their  minds  the  importance  of  the  principles  of  total 
ab^inence  from  all  intoxicating  drinks,  tobacco,  and  profanity. 

Resolved.  3.  That,  as  far  as  practicable,  we  will  sustain  monthly  Sunday- 
school  and  Missionary  Concerts,  and,  by  appropriate  singing  and  speaking, 
interest  and  profit  all  who  may  attend. 

Resolved,  4.  That  as  the  salvation  of  the  soul  is  the  final  result  at  which 
we  should  aim,  and  as,  without  this,  Sunday-school  instruction  is  compara- 
tively nugatory,  we  will  put  forth  our  best  efforts,  not  only  to  get  all  we  can 
to  attend  this  means  of  grace,  but  to  get  them  to  early  seek  and  find  Christ 
and  join  the  Church  of  God. 

Resolved,  5.  That  having  undiminished  confidence  in  the  Sunday-School 
Union  of  our  Church,  we  will  take  collections  in  all  our  congregations  to  in- 
crease its  funds  ;  and,  believing  its  publications  well  adapted  to  benefit  the 
youthful  reader,  we  will  use  faithful  exertions  to  increase  their  circulation  in 
preference  to  any  others. 
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TEMPERANCE. 

Events  that  have  transpired  since  we  last  assembled  in  Annual  Conference 
have  caused  us  to  realize,  as  never  before,  the  fearful  magnitude  and"  danger- 
ous bearings  of  the  evil  we  deprecate ;  and  have  proved  most  conclusively 
that  the  temperance  reform  demands  more  from  the  Christian  and  the  states- 
man of  to-day  than  can  in  justice  be  asked  for  any  other  enterprise  except 
Christianity,  which  involves  this. 

We  propose  in  this  report  to  indicate,  —  • 
I.  Our  position  on  the  temperance  question. 
II.  The  relative  status  of  the  reform  as  compared  with  the  past. 

III.  The  duties  of  the  Christian  Church  at  the  present  time. 

I.  Organized  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  temperance  date  their  commence- 
ment with  the  formation  of  the  "  American  Temperance  Society,"  at  Boston, 
in  February,  1826.  The  pledge  of  that  society  was  total  abstinence  from  the 
use  of  ardent  spirits  only,  leaving  society  free  to  use  fermented  and  malt 
liquors  moderately.  After  a  trial  of  ten  years,  this  platform  was  abandoned 
as  untenable,  and  our  present  pledge  of  total  abstinence  from  all  intoxicating 
beverages  adopted  by  the  "  Total  Abstinence  Convention  "  of  1836,  at  Sara- 
toga. This  is  one  plank  in  the  platform  of  all  the  true  friends  of  temperance 
to-day.  God  and  humanity  require  us  to  stand  upon  it.  If  we  are  in  advance 
of  the  Convention  of  1836  it  is  in  this  particular:  We  hold  that  the  manu- 
facture, importation,  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  for  drinking  purposes, 
is  wrong ;  hence  we  demand  its  entire  prohibition. 

We  were  never  more  in  favor  of  prohibition  than  we  are  to-day.  We  in- 
sist that  no  person  can  be  a  consistent  temperance  man,  however  temperate, 
and  act  in  favor  of  any  license  law. 

The  principle  of  license  is  wrong  :  what  it  is  wrong  to  use  as  a  beverage, 
it  cannot  be  rig^it  to  sell  as  a  drink.  To  license  any  one  to  do  so  is  to  sanc- 
tion evil  by  law.  Under  the  divine  government  no  one  does  wrong  accord- 
ing to  law. 

This  is  our  platform  to-day  ;  and  we  purpose  to  stand  here,  and  fight  out 
the  battle  "on  this  line."  We  have  encouragement  to  stand  here,  —  lower 
positions  have  been  proved  unsafe  :  whatever  success  the  cause  has  gained 
has  been  achieved  by  those  who  have  occupied  the  above  positions. 

II.  In  speaking  of  the  relative  condition  of  the  temperance  movement,  we 
are  prepared  to  say,  that,  a  comparison  of  the  current  views  of  the  present 
time  with  those  that  prevailed  forty  years  ago  will  show  that  there  has  been 
a  marked  improvement  in  the  sentiments  and  practices  of  the  moral  and 
Christian  people  of  this  country. 

In  1826  the  idea  of  total  abstinence  was  not  entertained  at  all,  but  from 
the  Convention  of  1836  until  within  about  fifteen  years,  more  or  less,  the 
doctrine  and  the  practice  of  it  became  very  extensive.  Since  about  1851, 
there  has  been  a  fearful  decline.  Some  of  the  causes  which  have  contributed 
to  this,  decline  are  obvious.  It  was  about  this  time  (1851-3)  that  the  means 
to  carry  forward  the  organized  efibrts  that  had  been  projected  failed.  Those 
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who  founded  those  early  organizations  toiled  until  their  own  resources  were 
exhausted,  hoping  that  the  people  would  take  up  the  cause  and  oarry  it  for- 
ward when  their  means  were  gone.  But  in  this  they  were  disappointed. 
When  the  people  saw  the  evils  resulting  from  the  rum  traffic,  they  demanded 
legal  protection  from  its  encroachments  :  prohibitory  laws  were  enacted  in 
several  States,  but  were  expected  to  do  what  law  never  does,  unless  backed 
up  by  an  enKghtened  public  sentiment ;  but  they  were  relied  on,  and  the 
means  to  educate  correct  opinions  neglected.  The  presidential  canvass  of 
1860  cama  on,  followed  by  the  war,  which,  with  the  questions  growing  out 
of  it,  has  engrossed  the  attention  of  the  people  almost  to  the  present  hour. 
Ireland  and  Germany  have  continued  to  pour  in  upon  us  their  whiskey  and 
beer-drinking  thousands,  upon  whom  our  politicians  have  thrust  with  indecent 
haste  the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  American  citizenship.  While  these 
years  have  sped  on  like  a  dream,  an  entire  generation  has  sprung  up  in  our 
midst,  ignorant  of  and  unwarned  against  the  subtle  but  mighty  power  of  the 
wine-cup,  and  equally  as  ignorant  of  the  wiles  of  those  "  who  charm  but  to 
destroy."  Thousands  of  the  young  men  of  this  generation  exchanged  during 
our  four  years'  conflict  the  quiet  and  safety  of  their  rural  homes  for  the  excite- 
ments and  dangers  of  the  camp  and  the  battle-field.  Many  of  those  who  re- 
turned had  acquired  such  a  love  of  excitement  that  they  deserted  the  "  old 
farm  "  to  live  amid  the  glitter  and  sin  of  our  cities  and  villages.  Captivated 
by  the  social  party,  the  ball-room,  the  theatre,  and  the  saloon,  they  have  gone 
on  from  innocence  to  guilt,  from  virtu*  to  vice,  and  from  safety  to  destruction. 
Following  their  evil  way  until  wickedness  has  become  a  habit,  and  they  love 
what  once  they  abhorred,  they  are  the  ready  tools  of  rum-venders  and  dema- 
gogues. Such  are  some  of  the  causes  which  have  led  to  the  present  bad 
state  of  society  in  this  country.  The  condition  of  our  country  to-day  is 
alarming.  The  whole  land  is  demoralized.  Rum  runs  riot  from  the  Atlan- 
tic coast  to  the  waters  of  the  Pacific,  from  the  lakes  to  the  gulfl  While  we 
shout  with  almost  frantic  joy  over  the  destruction  of  the  "  sum  of  all  villanies,'* 
we  are  startled  by  the  Bacchanalian  yells  of  another  foe,  scarcely  less  power- 
ful and  more  insidious  than  slavery.  It  defies  all  law,  and  tramples  upon 
every  sacred  institution  of  the  people.  Politicians  in  their  lust  lor  power 
pander  to  the  vicious  tastes  of  the  corrupt  masses  in  order  to  secure  their 
votes.  Our  legislators,  both  State  and  national,  exhibit  their  inability  or 
unwillingness  to  cope  with  this  mighty  foe.  It  is  to-day  our  greatest  moral, 
social,  and  political  curse.  It  originates  nine-lenths  of  the  crimes  that  blacken 
our  criminal  record  ;  it  is  the  source  of  seven-eighths  of  our  pauperism,  and 
heaps  upon  honest  toil  nearly  one-half  the  burden  of  taxation  under  which 
we  groan.  This  giant  foe  to  all  good  finds  supporters  in  the  600,000  drunk- 
ards that  reel  through  our  land  ;  in  a  host  of  tipplers  and  v/inc-bibbers,  some 
of  whom  disgrace  the  Church  of  God,  and  minister  at  her  altars  ;  in  ambi- 
tious men  who  are  feeding  or  want  to  at  the  public  crib;  and  in  the  thousands 
who  carry  on  the  enormous  traffic  by  which  the  vice  of  intemperance  is  sup- 
ported. Tliis  trade  has  reached  in  the  United  States  the  immense  annual 
aggregate  of  $2,092,769,915.    The  trade  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  last  fiscal 
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year  was  $14,204,840  (wholesale,  $1,575,665  ;  retail,  $12,629,175),  which 
is  forty-three  dollars  and  a  fraction  for  each  of  the  326,000  inhabitants,  and 
$1,107,046  more  than  the  total  sales  of  merchandise. 

We  have  thus  set  forth  our  principles,  and  glanced  at  the  condition  of  our 
cause. 

III.  What  are  our  duties  ?  What  can  we  do  ?  Can  we  roll  back  the 
mighty  tide  of  evil  that  has  set  in  upon  us  ?  We  can  try,  —  we  must  try  ; 
and,  by  the  help  of  God,  we  shall  succeed.  Our  first  duty  is  prayer.  We 
need  wisdom  and  strength  from  on  high,  that  we  may  cope  successfully  with 
this  giant  foe. 

**  Stay  thou.  O  Lord  I  the  tide  of  death ; 
Rebuke  the  demon's  blasting  breath ; 
And  ?peed,  oh  speed,  on  every  shore, 
The  day  when  strong  drink  slays  no  more  I  " 

But  we  must  worJc  too,  —  earnestly,  patiently,  and  persistently.  We  must  see 
to  it  that  another  generation  does  not  grow  up  in  ignorance  of  the  dangers 
to  which  they  will  be  exposed.  The  power  to  cope  successfully  with  this 
rum-tyrant  is  latent  in  the  children  of  to-day.  It  is  our  duty  to  educate  them 
correctly,  and  thus  develop  this  power.  It  will  not  take  long,  if  the  Christian 
Church  will  do  her  duty.  We  have  canvassed  New  Hampshire  with  care  ; 
have  watched  the  movements  of  the  several  temperance  organizations  ;  and, 
while  we  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  each  and  all  of  them,  and  wiU  unite 
with  them  in  their  noble  and  earnest  efforts  to  promote  this  cause,  we  are 
decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Christian  Church  can  do  more  than  all  of 
them. 

It  is,  therefore,  our  duty  to  recognize  temperance  more  fully  as  one  of  the 
chief  elements  of  the  Christian  system,  and  to  organize  for  its  promotion,  as 
we  have  done  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  and  circulation  of  the  holy  Bible. 
There  should  be  in  connection  with  each  of  our  churches  and  Sabbath- 
schools  a  vigorous  temperance  alliance.  The  plan  of  operations  should  be 
simple  and  uniform.  It  should  provide  for  a  frequent  and  faithful  presenta- 
tion of  the  total  abstinence  pledge.  Our  pulpits  should  proclaim  the  duty 
and  safety  of  total  abstinence,  and  urge  upon  all  the  duty  of  being  pledged. 
We  should  also  put  temperance  books  in  our  libraries,  and  circulate  "  The 
National  Temperance  Advocate "  and  "  Youth's  Temperance  Banner  '* 
among  the  people.  W e  should  make  this  subject  prominent  in  our  Sabbath- 
school  concerts,  which  should  be  held  in  the  daytime,  that  all  the  children 
may  attend,  and  learn  to  hate  rum  and  detest  those  who  sell  it.  If  fjiithful 
in  the  use  of  these  and  such  other  means  as  true  love  for  this  cause  will  de- 
vise, a  decade  will  not  have  passed  ere  a  revolution  will  have  been  effected. 

Resolved,  1.  We  will  organize  temperance  societies  in  all  our  Sabbath 
schools,  upon  the  basis  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  New- 
Hampshire  Temperance  Alliance. 

Resolved,  2.  We  will  faithfully  preach  the  duty  and  safety  of  being 
pledged,  and  urge  those  who  claim  tliat  they  do  not  need  to  take  a  pledge 
to  preserve  their  own  safety  to  take  it  as  an  example  to  others. 

Resolved,  3.  Our  hearty  thanks  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the 
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officers  of  the  New-Hampshire  Temperance  Alliance  for  the  impetus  they 
have  given  to  this  cause  by  their  efforts  ;  and  we  recommend  all  our  churches 
to  make  themselves  auxiliary  to  the  Alliance. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we,  the  New-Hampshire  Conference  of  the  Methodist- 
Episcopal  Church,  insist  upon  the  preservation  unimpaired  of  our  excellent 
prohibitory  liquor  law,  and  deprecate  its  non-enforcement.

LAY  DELEGATION. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  majority  and  minority  reports  on 
Lay  Delegation  submit  the  following  report :  — 

That  the  subject  involved  in  these  reports  is  one  of  profound  interest,  and 
of  far-reaching  influence  in  its  results  in  regard  to  our  church  polity,  and  de- 
mands of  all  lovers  of  the  Church  the  most  careful  and  prayerful  consideration. 
Either  undue  excitement  in  our  discussions  of  the  subject,  or  undue  haste  in 
our  conclusions  and  action,  would  be  alike  unworthy  of  our  body.  We  may 
differ  slightly  in  opinion  ;  but,  when  we  mutually  understand  each  other,  we  are 
confident  we  shall  nearly  agree.  Few,  probably,  are  so  radical  as  to  claim 
equal  representation  for  the  laity ;  none,  perhaps,  so  conservative  as  to  object 
seriously  to  a  moderate  and  discreet  infusion  of  this  element  when  our  people 
really  desire  it.  All,  doubtless,  in  its  introduction  would  be  agreed  in  guard- 
ing with  sleepless  vigilance  against  any  possible  infringement  of  that  feature 
in  our  economy  so  dear  to  our  people,  which  under  God  has  accomplished  so 
much  for  the  salvation  of  souls  for  the  last  hundred  years.  Our  Church,  we 
hope,  will  cherish  and  work  it,  with  God's  approbation  and  blessing,  for  a  hun- 
dred years  to  come.  We  praise  him  for  the  glorious  past ;  we  trust  him  for  a 
more  glorious  future.  Your  Committee  have  not  time  to  enter  upon  any  ex- 
tended discussion  of  the  subject,  and  conclude  by  recommending  the  following 
resolutions :  — 

Resolved^  1.  That,  in  the  language  of  our  Conference  in  1865,  we  hereby 
re-affirm  our  former  action  in  favor  of  Lay  Representation  in  the  General 
Conference,  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  Church  desires  it. 

Resolved,  2.  That,  whenever  introduced,  it  should  be  moderate  in  degree, 
and  so  guarded  in  its  application  as  to  preclude  all  danger  to  the  efficient 
working  of  the  itinerancy. 

Resolved^  3.  That  the  apparent  indifference  or  repugnance  of  a  large  por- 
tion of  our  people,  as  indicated  by  the  small  number  of  petitions  received  on 
the  sul)ject,  and  the  paucity  of  names  thereon,  after  considerable  effort  to  in- 
terest and  enlist  them  in  the  enterprise,  admonish  us  that  it  would  be  unwise 
and  impolitic  to  press  the  matter  at  present. 

Resolved,  4.  That  should  the  General  Conference  in  its  wisdom  judge  it 
best  to  make  provision  for  its  introduction  at  its  next  session,  we  claim  that, 
at  least,  the  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  deliberate  ratification  of  the  people 
before  it  becomes  an  operative  law. 

Resolved,  .5.  That  our  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  respectfully  recjuested  to  carry  into  effect  these  views  as  far  as 
their  influence  and  opportunity  may  serve. 
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TRACT  SOCIETY. 

Whereas  The  Tract  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  gen- 
erously offered  to  furnish  all  pastors  of  self-supporting  churches,  on  applica- 
tion, all  the  Tracts  and  "  Good  News  "  they  need,  on  the  condition  that  they 
will  take  up  a  collection  for  its  benefit ;  and  to  those  of  all  Mission  appoint- 
ments five  dollars'  worth,  or  more,  if  needed,  without  any  conditions ;  and  — 

Whereas,  By  the  circulation  of  our  excellent  Tract  literature  we  have  the 
most  direct  and  successful  method  of  reaching  a  large  portion  of  the  people 
committed  to  our  pastoral  care  ;  therefore  — 

Resolved,  That  every  preacher  having  charge  is  under  a  strong  moral 
obligation  to  give  this  noble  Society  his  most  earnest  and  prayerful  support ; 
and  he  is  expected  and  required,  wherever  practicable,  to  take  up  a  collec- 
tion for  its  benefit. 


AMERICAN  AND  FOREIGN  CHRISTIAN  UNION. 

Whereas  The  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union  are  making  to  the 
several  Annual  Conferences  of  our  Church  a  distinct  and  fraternal  overture, 
inviting  us  to  become  identified  with  that  institution  as  a  church,  and  co- 
workers with  them,  and  propose  to  extend  this  invitation  to  the  approach- 
ing General  Conference  ;  and  — 

Whereas  The  work  of  the  Union  is  one  in  which  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  can  and  should  participate,  and  the  terms  in  every  respect  fraternal 
and  satisfactory  ;  therefore  — 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  character  and  work  of  the  Ameri- 
can Christian  Union,  and  commend  it  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the 
pastors  and  churches  within  our  bounds. 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  union  of  all  Protestant 
churches  in  this  movement,  we  respectfully  request  the  next  General  Confer- 
ence to  take  such  action  as  wiU  more  fully  identify  our  church  with  this 
institution,  believing  as  we  do  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  should  sustain  the  same  relation  to  the  American  and 
Foreign  Christian  Union  that  it  now  sustains  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 


MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  recommend  to  aU  our  societies,  where  there  does 
not  already  exist  a  satisfactory  financial  plan,  that  they  apportion  to  the 
members  of  their  respective  congregations,  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
themselves,  the  amount  necessary  to  support  the  gospel  in  their  midst,  to  be 
paid  quarterly  in  advance. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Presiding  Elders  be  requested  to  commend  this 
apportionment  plan  to  the  consideration  and  adoption  of  our  people,  as  early 
and  as  far  as  practicable  ;  and  to  strongly  urge  the  payment  of  the  pastor's 
salary  quarterly  in  advance. 


CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  having  been  organized  by  direction  of  the  General  Conference  of 
the  Church,  and  being  now  engaged  in  a  most  im[)ortant  work,  involving 
most  deeply  the  interests  of  Christ's  kingdom  and  of  our  beloved  country,  is 
entitled  to  and  shaU  receive  our  most  cordial  sympathy  and  earnest  support. 
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Resolved,  2.  That  we  will  use  all  diligence  to  procure  for  the  .Society,  for 
the  ensuing  year,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Resolved,  3.  That  a  Board  of  Church  Extension  be  and  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed, who  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  interests  of  Church  Extension 
within  our  bounds,  under  the  direction  of  the  Parent  Board. 

Resolved,  4.  That  in  view  of  the  embarrassed  condition  of  the  Parent 
Society,  and  the  pressing  wants  of  the  South  and  West,  we  relinquish  all 
claim  upon  the  collections  taken  the  past  year. 


BOUNDARIES  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Boundaries  of  the  New-Hampshire  Conference, 
report  as  follows  :  Whereas  the  recent  action  of  the  New-England  Conference 
suggests  to  us,  that  it  is  burdened  with  a  desire  to  change  the  boundaries  of 
our  Conference,  and  virtually  proposes  to  annex  to  the  New-England  Confer- 
ence all  that  territory  lying  north-east  of  the  Merrimac  River,  and  within 
the  State  of  Massachusetts,  and  ivherens  such  dismemberment  would  be  at- 
tended with  disastrous  results  by  rendering  the  New  Hampshire  a  less  inviting 
field  of  labor  than  at  present,  therefore  — 

Resolved,  1.  We  deprecate  any  such  change  in  our  Conference  boundaries. 

Resolved,  2.  We  solemnly  and  respectfully  protest  against  the  suggested 
dismemberment,  as  being  in  violation  of  the  following  gospel  precepts  :  First, 

Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself"  (Matt.  xxii.  39  ;  and  "  Whatsoever 
ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you.  do  ye  even  so  to  them."  (Matt.  vii.  1 2). 

Resolved,  3.  We  unanimously  and  respectfully  ask  the  General  Con- 
ference to  be  held  at  Chicago,  to  confirm  our  present  boundary  lines  as  in- 
violable. 


AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  adhere  to  our  purpose  of  giving  efHcient  aid  to  the 
work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  in  its  extended  operations,  and  particu- 
larly in  its  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  own  country. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  are  not  satisfied  with  the  contributions  of  our 
State,  nor  of  our  Conference,  to  a  cause  so  important,  it  averaging  only  about 
5-J  cents  per  member,  including  the  contributions  from  our  hearers  who  are 
not  members. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  will  endeavor  to  increase  our  contributions  to  this 
cause  the  coming  year,  as  we  have  been  doing  for  some  years  past. 


PARSONAGES. 

Resolved,  1.  That  where  convenient,  well  located,  and  pleasant  parsonages 
are  not  already  provided,  we  earnestly  request  our  peoi)le  immediately  to 
adopt  measures,  if  possible,  to  procure  suitable  houses  tor  this  purpose. 

Resolved  2.  That  where  our  people  are  not  able,  for  lack  of  funds,  to  buy 
or  build,  we  most  respectfidly  urge  upon  the  stewards  of  the  church  in  those 
places  to  hire,  if  possible,  for  a  series  of  years,  such  houses. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  hereby  again  call  the  attention  of  our  people  to  the 
importance  of  providing  suitable  furniture,  especially  the  heavy  articles,  for 
the  use  "of  the  pastors '  families,  and  most  respectfully  solicit  the  ladies,  through 
their  benevolent  societies  or  otherwise,  to  aid  us  in  this  important  enter[)rise. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Presiding  Elders  and  preachers  in  charge  be  re- 
quired, 2is  far  as  possible,  the  ensuing  year,  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing 
resolutions.

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REV.  WILLIAM  D.  CASS. 

Rev.  William  D.  Cass  was  born  at  Bradford,  Vt.,  April  2,  1797.  His 
parents  were  Methodists,  and  one  of  his  earliest  recollections  was  of  a  quar- 
terly meeting  in  his  father's  barn,  in  which  Martin  Ruter,  then  a  child,  gave 
testimony  for  God.  At  the  age  of  thirteen,  the  subject  of  this  notice  was 
converted.  He  lost  the  enjoyment  of  religion,  —  a  fact  he  never  ceased  to 
deplore,  and  to  which  he  often  alluded  in  the  last  months  of  his  life.  A  few 
years  later,  he  was  reclaimed  under  the  labors  of  the  Freewill  Baptists ;  of 
whose  church  he  became  a  member  and  an  ordained  minister,  laboring,  in 
that  capacity  for  several  years. 

In  1827  he  changed  his  ecclesiastical  relations,  and  joined  the  New-England 
Conference,  and  was  stationed  with  Samuel  Kelley  at  Northfield.  His  sub- 
sequent appointments  were  as  follows:  1828,  Tuftonboro  ' ;  '29  and  '30, 
Plymouth;  '31,  Newbury,  Vt.  ;  '32,  Salisbury,  Mass.;  '33  and  '34,  San- 
down;  '35,  Nashua;  '36  to  '39,  Presiding  Elder  of  Concord  District;  '40, 
Presiding  Elder  of  Claremont  District;  '41,  Henniker ;  '42  and  '43,  Roch- 
ester; '44  and '45,  Presiding  Elder  of  Dover  District;  '46,  East  Sanborn- 
ton  and  Meredith,  and  Resident  Agent  for  New  Hampshire  Conference  Semi- 
nary; '47,  Agent  for  Seminary;  '48,  located;  '49,  in  the  regular  work 
again,  and  stationed  at  Gllmanton  ;  '50  and  '51,  Salem;  '52  to  '55,  Pre- 
siding Elder  of  Haverhill  District;  '56  and  '57,  Fisherville  ;  '5S  to  '60, 
Agent  for  Seminary  ;  '  61,  Chichester  ;  '  62,  Agent  for  Seminary  ;  '  63,  Salis- 
bury ;  '  64  and  '  65,  his  appointment  was  at  Sanbornton  Bi  idge,  and  nominal » 
'  66,  Agent  for  Seminary.  His  appointment  last  April  was  nominal  again, 
at  Sanbornton  Bridge,  where,  on  a  farm,  he  spent  the  closing  years  of  his  life. 

His  last  sermon  was  preached  Oct.  6,  on  the  Centenary.  He  was  eleven 
years  a  Presiding  Elder,  and  once  (in  1844)  a  member  of  the  General  Con- 
ference. In  that  celebrated  Conference  he  distinguished  himself,  not  more 
by  his  courage  and  zeal  in  opposition  to  slavery  than  by  his  readiness  and 
power  in  debate. 

He  was  married,  in  1824,  to  Miss  Laura  W.  Sanborn,  of  Bristol,  who  died 
at  Plymouth,  Dec.  5,  1830,  leaving  an  infant  daughter,  that  survived  her 
mother  thirteen  years.  He  was  again  married  Aug.  2,  1832,  to  Miss  Betsey 
C.  Knowles  of  Northfield,  who  survives  him. 

His  death  has  removed  one  of  the  powers  of  New-Hampshire  Methodism. 
With  limitf'd  early  advantages,  destitute  of  elegance  of  figure  or  a  captivat- 
ing manner,  he  accomplished  more  than  a  score  of  men  who  have  all  these 
without  his  untiring  energy,  liis  flamin<;  zeal,  and  his  indomitable  will. 

He  possessed  great  force  of  character.  Courageous,  hopeful,  determined, 
he  made  himself  felt  in  the  world,  and  left  it  better  for  his  earnest  life.  The 
influence  of  but  few  men  in  the  State  was  so  potent  in  behalf  of  education, 
temperance,  freedom,  and  religion. 

He  was  a  man  of  stfonu'  and  vigorous  intellect.  Culture  did  little  for  him  ; 
nature  did  much.  At  no  period  of  his  life  were  his  circumstances  favorable 
to  mental  development ;  yet  he  was  well  read  in  Methodist  theology,  and  was 
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its  able  defender.  His  mind  was  inquiring,  his  observation  close,  and  he 
learned  more  from  nature  and  men  than  most  do  from  books.  His  reasoning 
powers  were  strong.  He  could  grasp  a  great  subject.  He  had  remarkable 
conjmand  of  his  powers,  and  could  always  speak  at  once  with  sense  and  profit 
for  temperance,  liberty,  country,  education,  Sunday  schools,  missions,  or  re- 
ligion.   In  debate,  few  equalled  him. 

As  a  preacher,  though  his  manner  was  somewhat  hard,  he  was  always  in- 
structive and  profitable  ;  often  eloquent,  and  sometimes,  especially  in  his  ear- 
lier ministry,  overpowering.  At  protracted  and  camp-meetings  he  often  pro- 
claimed the  gospel  with  great  power.  He  ever  maintained  the  dignity  of  an 
%imbassador  of  God,  and  never  sought  to  say  a  witty  thing  in  the  pulpit,  and 
never  said  a  foolish  one.  Methodical,  punctual,  and  careful,  he  was  naturally 
a  disciplinarian,  and  was  sometimes  a  terror  to  evil  doers,  both  in  and  out  of 
the  church. 

As  a  Christian  he  was  zealous,  laborious,  and  faithful.  His  experience  was 
clear  and  thorough.  For  a  considerable  portion  of  his  life  he  enjoyed  perfect 
love,  and  ever  delighted  in  the  theme.  Everywhere  and  always  he  was  in- 
terested for  the  cause  of  Christ,  —  not  simply  while  he  was  pastor  or  Presiding 
Elder,  but  evermore  his  heart  beat  warmly  for  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Relief  from  official  responsibility  is  the  severest  test  of  ministerial  piety. 
Brother  Cass  bore  that  test  gloriously,  and  labored  to  the  last. 

In  his  habits  he  was  a  rigid  economist.  Though  receiving  little  from  the 
church  for  a  lifetime  of  hard  toil,  by  prudence  and  good  management  he  ac- 
quired a  comfortable  estate.  In  his  contributions  he  was  liberal.  He  gave 
largely  to  education  and  missions,  and  cheerfully  contributed  to  the  support 
of  the  gospel  when  he  had  ceased  regularly  to  proclaim  it.  Some  of  the  last 
acts  of  his  life  were  to  aid  the  church,  and  to  assist  those  of  less  pecuniary 
means  than  himself. 

In  his  home  he  was  a  model.  Stern  and  uncompromising  as  he  was  in  the 
world,  in  the  family  he  was  an  example  of  cheerfulness,  sociability,  and  kind- 
ness. It  is  not  strange  that  his  disconsolate  widow  and  her  aged  mother  feel 
that  the  light  of  their  home  has  gone  out. 

His  death  was  sudden.  For  months  he  had  anticipated  a  rapidly  approach- 
ing and  abrupt  summons.  To  meet  it  he  girded  up  his  loins  and  watched. 
At  the  general  class,  four  days  before  his  death,  he  gave  a  testimony  most  en- 
couraging and  convincing.  Two  days  later  he  assisted  in  the  sacramental  ser- 
vice, addressing  himself  to  the  communicants  with  great  appropriateness  and 
feeling.  On  Tuesday,  May  7,  1867,  while  laboring  in  his  fieUl,  he  seemed 
distressed  about  the  heart,  sat  down  as  if  to  rest,  and  in  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye  was  with  his  Master  in  heaven. 

Appropriate  funeral  services  were  held.  The  members  of  the  institution  in 
whose  behalf  he  had  labored  so  assiduously  attended  in  a  body  ;  and  a  fitting 
and  able  discourse  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Barrows,  on  the  words,  "  I 
have  finished  my  course."
